Almost every store in Canton 
has been hurt by the boycott. 
It has given the Chinese in the 
interior a fit of the blues, so much 
so thatthey will think thrice before 
they subscribe to any new ven- 
ture. Many consider the boycott 
‘as a weapon to frighten people 


from investing money in Canton time,” 


and the interior. Some. of the 
big Chinese stores intend closing 
down their Canton branches grad- 
ually. . This would spell a'great 
loss to the trade of Canton, 


‘these stores have invested $20,- 


000,000 in goods and properties in 
Hongkong and Canton. Half of 
this capital will disappear if the 
present trouble is not tided over. 

The big stores complain bitterly 
that the Canton Government 
should allow students, who are. 
used as the tools of politicians, 
to interfere with legitimate busi- 
ness; go into stores to search for 
Japanese goods, search Customs 
sheds and do what.they like. No 
protection to life and property 
seems to be guaranteed in. China 
at present.

The Court was crowded with 
rattan workers interested in the

Opening the case for the Crown, 
the Attorney ‘General said the 
four prisoners were charged with 


Yaumati, on August 18, this 
year. The evidence for the pro- 
secution would show that at about 
1 o'clock p.m. the deceased 
was walking along Shanghai 
Street, Yaumati, and had arrived 
at the. junction of Shanghai 
treet and Jordan Road where” 
a number of men set. upon 
him and he was stabbed to death.

the third and fourth accused. The 
case for the’ prosecution rested 
upon the evidence of the identi- 
fication of two witnesses. The

Police Station said-“We. were not, 
there at all.” 

In reply: to His Lordship, the’ 
Attorney General said that the: 
theory of the prosecution was that 
the accused were concerned with 
the quarrel between the two 
different Rattan Workers’ Guilds.
